1642.in the afternoone,' at Sciveling, 
two miles from the Hagne, imbarked 
in a more threatning, then promiſing Weather. The wind 
then was ſo {lacke that it made little further way that Night, 
then to carry the Ships out of thole perillous Shoares;where, 
had a ſtorme riſen,they had beene.inwery great danger. The 
next day, when God had blefled us with Sea-roomeenough, 
the windes began to riſe very high,and about midnight, blew 
a fearfull and furious ſtorme;z which with the intermiſſions of 
ſome houres, ( one day onely ) Tueſday, excepted, for fſixe 

daies together continued yet very vehement and terrible. 
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And by reaſon ofthe often variation of the winds, made a 
moſt raging Sca, and 1o very rempeſtuous that the Ship-was 
many times let to drive, and hull jt at Sea, not being able to 
make any Saile with {atery, having beene in great danger to 
be underſet, by the ſuddaineguſts and blaſts, which duck'r 
and drowned the ſailes inthe Seas. In this ſad and unſate 
COndition, did we live out all thoſe dayes, being toſſed and 
driven to and fro on the Doggar Sands , threatning ro be our 
graves ; in which we had ſurely beene buried, ifthe care of 
Heaven had not more mercifully come 1n to our helpe, 

Her Majeſty ſaw and ſ{uffer'd all rhis ſo long with a Prince- 
ly Patience and Courage, and then Percetving how little She 
did advance in Her way to Newceſtle, tooke a: Reſolution 
(there being no Englith Port elſe neer where She might ſafe- 
ly adventure Her Perſon) rather to return far Holland, rhen to 
tug on and work out Her Way with coritraty Winds and 

Weathers, in ſuch enraged Seas. It was preſented and preſ- 

ſed ro Her Majeſty, T hat it any ſtorme ſhould ariſe and meete 

Her in that ſhoare, the danger would be greater then in the 0- 

-. pen Seas where She was, Her Ship being tydie and good.

But Her Majeſty kept till her reſolution to returne, Where- 

upon, the Thurſday Sennight after She imbarked, we made 

our Courſe for Hollendagaine, and the next Day came onthe 

Coaſt before Scivelins; God blefling Her with the freedome 

from a Tempeſt in that place of peril}, where foure Ships had 

beene wrack't, of which we ſaw the bulke and ribs of an Eng- 

liſh one, which had periſhed in the late Tempeſts on the 

ſhoare, before our eyes. : ; 

The Admirall upon his comming in, ſhot off a Peece of 
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Ordinance to give notice of his retutne, which they' of the 
Towne tooke preſently atid carried to the Hague, fo that ſome 
houres before Her Majeſty could get to ſhoare, the Queene 
of Bohemia, the Princefſe Royall and other of the Princeſſes; 
the Prince:EleQor;” the Prince and Princefle of Orange with 
divers Perſons of Quality and Honour, were all ready if their 
Coaches art ſhoare,to attend Her dg, and did drive and 
ride into the Sea for joy and haſte to ſeethar happy fightof 
Her Majeſties fafety;for whoſe great perills heavy feares had 
layn upon them, all the time of theſe Tempeſts. 

Thar Evening a Fiſher-boat being found out at Sea, (for 
contrary Tyde and Winde would ſuffer none to come from 
Land) the Admiral! commanded*and' callediit in, and in ir, 
Her Majeſty with ſome Perſons of cheife quality, not with- 
out ſome dangerous weltrings ofthe Boat, by reaſon of the 
high Waves and Sands in that ſhallow ſhoare, came, at laſt, 
fate to Land;And having reſted and refreſhed Her Selfe fome 
tine at'rhe Towne, went atter to the'Zayueto Her Bed thar 
Night.

On Saturday (the next Day afterjthe reſt who came in the 
three Ships with Her Majeſty (for but three came) landed all 
1m ſafety, What was become of the other eleven, was not 
then knowne, bur after it was.- That two miſſing or miſtaking 
the Admiralls warning, went on to Newcaſtle, the propound- 
ed Port, The others, with ſome leaks, and wounds, andlol- 
ſes of Maſts, and failes, and tacklings, came in after ys, or got 
fafe tro'orher Shoares. Bur'the two Ships whexetn the Horſes 
were,one of rhem was runne'on ground, allthe'Men and fome 
Horſes being ſav:d, onely thar, wherein the 'Coachmen 
—_ is not yet heard of; and therefore feared; tobe utterly

Her. Majeſty was entertained at the Hegzue by the Prince

And then 7 greater Ships being got ready for Her Maje- 
ſty, and five lefler forthe Baggage, with one of Her owne, 
bought before, and now laden with Ammunirion(thirteen in 
all: » On Munday:afrernoon, . She went to Sczveling, and in 
that poore Fiſher. Towne lodged three Nights, uponanun- 
expected accaſion. For Her Ammunition-ſhip inthe River 
ofthe Maze was watched by two Parliament ſhips, (asthey 
callthem) rhe Providence and Greyboand; ) who gave out, that 
they would take that Ship, or fire ir, or ſink it, or fink with ir. 
Her Majeſty. knowing how much the Kings Service, and his 
00d Subjes and Souldiers in the North were concerned in 
it, reſolved not to goe without it, but to ſtay there till She

... The Admirall:thereupon having this. Warrrant fro n the 
States Generall, ; and the Prince of 0ra»ge, went with two 
Men of Warreto fetchit off, and was bringing it away; Burt 
was met, and bourded, and charged by the States of Holand 
(the Provincialls as they call them)to have that Ship ſearch. 
ed for Armes, and not to carry it further, butthe Armsro be

This 
was done accordingly. Foron Wedneſday -atter Noone,the 
the Horſe appeated onthe ſhoare; whereupon, Her Majeſty 
landed that Night at Bar /#ngton Key.

ro ſee it. Next Day (as the Queene was at Dinner). came His 
Excellency; and Generall King, with tbc Army of Foot, and

The Lords and Ladies (who were all thereabomts lodged) 
made haſt to goc with, and after the Queene; ſome of their 
houſes having beene ſhot through before; and the Bullets , 
then flying abourthem inthe Streets and Fields as they went, 
And as they ſate under the hill, ſome flew over their heads, 
caſting ſome rubbage and duſt, though no Danger then upon 
them: ſo that of all the Queenes Company( God be thanked 
not one was kill'd,or hurr,ortouched, though.one of the com- 
mon Souldiers was fore torne,and a Serjeantflaine out right, 
not farre from the Queens Lodging. | 

Theſe Ships, (upon advertiſement brought them of the 
Queenes ;coming ) were ſcene to hie away. preſently from 
Newcafile, where till then, they lay to, doe ſuch Service as 
they were direted to. And where, they are ſaid, to have 
bragged, they would board, linke, or finke with the Qucenes 
Ship, could they meecte it. Gods Goodnelle, gave them not 
the poweriof tryall by Sea,though the Devills malice in them 
made them attempt todo that Miſchiefe by Land. And to 
doe it the better, in the Nightrthey landed ſome of their Men 
on ſhoare, who were heard to-enquire for the Queenes Lodg- 
ing at three of the Clocke, which they ſhot "hal fix, a ſhrowd 
ſ{u{picion(with the reſt) what was the Mark they aimed at, - 
- Whether by Commiſſion, and by whoſe, theſe bold Men 
did this barbarous Outrage, the Juſtice of Heaven and Earth 
will doubtleſſe concurre toexamine and puniſh, that ſo grear 
a Blot, and Burden of ſhame,and Guilr may notlye on the 
Nation. ** | 

Upon this deliverance from the ſhot, Her Majeſty went 
that Day further our of their reach, from Burlington Key, to 
the Town.

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The Circumſtances of Her going out, were ſtrange beyond 
all beliefe, borh at home wh abroad: but the iſfucs have ap- 
peared good and happy above all expetation . And Her 
ſtaying as wonderfull. That Her Majeſty and Her Retinue 
* being about, or above two hundred Perſons (for Eleven 
Monethstime } in aftrange Land, and unwonted Diet and 
Dwelling,ſhould but bury one Conſumptive Man in Holand, 
who broughr his Death with him out of Ezlana, bur keepe 
in, and come out with {o good health , was an unlook't for, 
bur not un enjoyed Bleſſing, And Her ſafety tn Her com- 
ming out, as ſingular. 

At Her Majeſties firſt comming out ro-Sea, rhe Stormes 
were moſt fterce andrerrible for many Dayes; Bur ar the ſe. 
cond, rhe Winds and Weather moſt faire and comfortable 
all thetime,, God Allmighty moſt mercitully preſcrved and 
bleſfed Her Majeſty' inboth, Andar laſt gave Her an Arri- 
vall moſt happy both to Her Selfe, and romany Sincethat 
He delivered Her fromthe villanous atrempts of the ſhips'at 
Sea, which pur Her precious Life to a manifeſt Perill and tha- 
zard..

preſent offended in ſo bigh 4 degree, that She cannot arlf longer,with 
te Honour of the King (Her maſt Deare Husband) with-bold this 
Complaint,which $ he now makes unto the Lords the Stata s, con- 
cerning an Order maat to ſearch and make ſlay of a Veſſel, which s 
Fraughted and charged with goods belonging to Her : for which 
notwithſtanding the Stat zs bave already accorded their free 
Paſſe-Port. The Quu x xz makes no difficulty to avew the traw* 
port of CAmmunition, as being abſolutely neceſſary for Her ſafetyr 
and $ he hath cboſen to furniſh Her ſelfe by thu way, rather then 
that of demanding a Licences by reaſon of an Order formerly made 
by theSTartas, to forbid the tranſport of - Armes, or CAmmuaniti- 
on, either for the KtxG, or Parliament Which Order the King 
bath great cauſe to beleeve, very partiall for the Parliament, by 
putting them in equall rank with Him: But the defanlt of Obſerva. 
tion of that Order, hath been yet more diſpleaſing to Her 5 For, that 
ſince that time great quamiities of Ammuanition have beene tranſ- 
ported for the [wrvice of the Rebels,and Ships alſo bougbt 10 an

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 ployed againſt the Kino, If the Qur 81s hath not a5kea 4p, 
cular Licence for all the things neceſſary for Her Service, it ha 
beene out of this conſideration , that ſhe might not caſt the STAT 
upon the inconvenience,either of contradicting their owne Order, 
of civing juſt offence tothe KinG, But ſince all the care Her Maje_. 
ſtiz hath taken, and the precamtions uſed to conſerve 8 gaod intelli- 
zence betweene theKinG andthe States (whichis eftabliſhed by 
ſo many paſt Treaties) hath produced nothing but a continuation 
of affronts, and prejudices to the Kincs Service, Her Majeſty is 
_ obliged $0 maks this Declaration, That She receives this Order, 
given for the ſtay of that Ship, for a fiotable and high inju- 
ſticc, and an indignity which, She is obliged very ncerly to 
reſent, Wherefore Her Majeſty doth expett, That the Lords the 
Starts, bawing better conſidered the matter, will give way to the 
departing of that Ship, together with whatſoever # charged upon it, 
for Her Service; without n hich, Her Majeſty cannot reſolve to de- 
pars Her Selfe, The Quzzne u obliged torepreſent tothe Lords 
che STATES, that thu injuſtice, and Aﬀront, which She hath re- 
ceived by the arreſt of this Ship, canmot paſſe for leſſe then a viola- 
tion of the Friendſhip betwixt the Kin G and itheStarts; the cons 
ſequences whereof will be very dangerous. Wherefore She doth bope, 
That they will mot offer ſo juſt a cauſe of offence anto the Kin Go; nur 
ſo great a diſpleaſure unto Her Selfe. |
